Barges, for theit forcible extyy; but the In« 
dicttwebt, being 'temoved by a Certzorars tothe Kings Bench , 
though I had retained ro Conyſellors,” aid gave them twenty 
ſhtthogs fot 'thetr Fee, rodo things »:ghr, and according to 
Lay, yet through the erroxr of the Clerke, there were | ſore 
faults found 1n the Indiment, and ſo-the ſame was qmaſht by 
che Judges of the Kings Bench -* Then I got the beſt' Artowr ney 
chat I thought was 1n Dabliz, and 1s ſo repwred by all my friends, 
ro draw me avother Indi ment againit the foreſaid forcible exter- 
ers; and being drawn, Icarried it to Sit william Doxwvil, the 
Kings Atturney, and gave him his Fee to reviewit, and mend 
Ir, it any thing was amiſs in it, and make it ſo, as it might 
ſtand good in Law, the which thing, he wery carefully did; and 
amenaed ſome things with his own hands : And I knew not 
what 1 could or ſhould do more, to draw a goed Indictment. 

Then I defired the Juices of the Peace, to ſend a precipe, to 
the Sheriffe ro ſummon a Jury co examine the force, which they 
did, upon the ſaid place, where theforce was commitred. 

And, though Sir George Ayskne had for his Atturney , 
Mr. Smith, the now High Sheriffe of the County ofthe Ciry of 
Kilkenny, and Mr. Johnſon, the Recorder of the City of Kilken- 
»7 for his Counſellour, to plead againſt the finding of the In- 
di&tment true, as much as ever they could, and another Coun- 
ſellour ſtood againſt it, as wach, or more than either of them 
both ; and Ihad neither Arturney nor Counſellour to ſay any 
'thing for ir, bur what the zrmncſs proved ; yer the Jury did 
preſently find it Billa Vera. 

Then I deſired the Juſtices of the Peace to reſtore me to my 
Poſſeſſion, but to prevent the ſame, Mr. Smith, Sir George 
Ayshaes Atturney, having a Certiorar: ready in his Pocket, d1d 
:amediately, as ſoon as ever the Jury had brought in their Ver- 
di&t, deliver the ſame into the hands of the Juſtices of the 
Peace, and they delivered it to the Clerk of the Peace, and the 
Juſtices ſaid, that now they could not reftore*me to my Pofſefſi- 
on, becauſerhat their hands were opt, and all the proceedings 
mukt be eranſmited tothe Kings Bench, by Oflab. Hi!laris. f

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t1mee ough added, to what they had already, to pick zs many 
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And whenI came to XKikerry, I went to the Clerk of the 
Peace, and. examined the ſame Indictment, which the Jury 
found (and which I had done before ) ad amuſim, very dili- 
cently, with that Copy, Which the Kings Atturney had amexded, 
and averred to be ſufficient ; and I prayed the Clerke of the 


| Peace, rogivemeaCopy of that Inditmenr, which the Jury 


found, the which he did under his hand, and'I exiamined all 
again, and found them in all things to be' verbatins, word for 
word agreeable one to another. 

Then by Ofab. Hillary, thetime ſe, to return the proceed- 
ings to-the Kipgs Bench, I went co Dablis : But there was'no 
Indi&tment retwrxeds (till I expected, -bur (tiff in vain; At 
laſt Icomplained to the Lords Juſtices ; bur chey anſwered, 
chat they could nor help ir, for they k»ew not, whether the Certs- 
orars was delivered or not : Atlaſt, ſeeing ic was neither rerru- 
ed, nor. likg to be returned, I was adviſed to make Afdavir, 
rhat{kadſeen it delivered into the hands of the Jultices of the 
"Peace; :and that 1 heard ir read, and then ſaw it delivered to the 
Clerkg'of the Peace z andthen upon the reading of my Afda- 
wit, anda motos made by my Counſe! thereupon ; there was an 
Order ſer down, that there ſhould be 20, fine ſet upon the 
Clerks of the Peace, if the iproceedings and the Ivd:ftment came 
Not'ins byſuch a day-; Soy at laſt, it came'in; bur'it was'the laſt 
Hay of che Term thacvic came" into the Court; and then the 
'Kinps Sorgeant moved for my poſſeſſion ; but the Counſel, on 
the orher (ide, pleaded, that there was an error 1n the ſ21d 1n- 
UQrmenc; and being ſomewhat lv»g in alledging the Caſes of 
A. nd B.'and of !fohi-an> Oakes and John aStile, the Lord 
Chief '?uſtite 'told"hit,/it was the laſt day of the Term, and 
Motions were to be heard: Therefore ſeeing they could not 
rar ont the'Matter-now, they ſhould ſhew cauſe by the ſecond 
day of the nexc Term why poſſe{ion ſhould nor be reſtored. -

Buc upon the ſecond day of./ the-vext Term, which was ap- 

pointed for the hearzug of it,the Kings Atturney moved for poſ- 
ſeſſion, and the Countel of che other ide'began 10 plead the ex- 
rours of the Indictment, but the pleading: was preſently pur off, 
and it was proſecuted the next day : The Kings Atturney being 
not there ; and the main errour, that was'of any moment, and 
Which was neicher ſeen nor'toucht the Term before by Sir 
George his Counſel ; (for all other tb:ygs:alledged;as my Counſel 
ſaid, were but trifles, & conldea/ilybe anſwered) was;that inthe 
Inditment it was ſaid, Per Sacrajyentum qnuindecem wvirarum, 
whereas it ſhould be Per Sacramentum proborums & legalinm ho- 
minum comunatus Kilken. preditt. extitit. preſentat. wich words 
were all left out of the Indictment, andthe other words pur 1n 
the room of them ; Then.I Rood up and ſaid, I was certain, the 
words quindecime virerwm Were not 1n the Indictment that was 
found by the Jury,and that all the other words were in it ; becauſe 
that wy /e/f had examined it, and read it, and had likewiſe a Co- 
py of ir, under the hand of the (rk, of the Peace, which was 
examined with the Original by-my ſelf: AndI offered in open 
Court to make Oath of all this,; bur the Lords: Juſtices anſwe- 
red, that they could not proceed but according to the Record, 
that Was retwurxed to the Court, which they. muſt conceive to be 
the true Record; And I anſwered, That I hoped they would not 
Judge according to that Record, which I would ſwear was falſe 
and corrupted, and not the erze. Record, ;nor according_-to che 
Record thar was found by the Jury; yer I could nat: prevail to 
have the (lerke of the Peace ſent for, and to bring the 0r1g1ual 
Record to be ſhewed in the Court, therefore by the wext day I 
brought this Affidavic in writing :

He further depoſed, T hat before the Record was returned 
into this Comrt, he had a Copy of the ſaid Original atteſted under the 
hand of the ſaid Halpenny, which he doth find upon examination to 
be different from the Record now lodged in thu Court by wertne of the 

ſaid Certiorati, and that as this Deponent ts credibly informed, and

Therefore I have xo reaſon for the biting of a wad Dog, to han 
ail the good Dogs 1n the Countrey, or for the abuſeor injuſtice 
done me by ſome one man.or few Lawyers, to exclaim again(t 
all others, when as the Poet adviſeth us, Parcere paucorum diffun-

own muderſtanding, that uncerſtanding both Greek and Lacine, 
and having read What Lambert, Bolton and Daltox have written 
of Forcible Entries, I (hould bz ſuch a Dolt , as not tounder- 
ſtand rhis Proceeding of mine, about the Jndiftment of 
thoſe Forcible Enterers to be a juſ# and a fair Proceed- 
1Ng. 

Therefore mine apprehenſion conceiving ſuch proceedings 
to be fon, and very much amiſs, and that che juice which I 
bad, upon the whole marcer, had not what Pimdarms (aich Faſtice 
uſeth to have, that is, xv7300 %uz, 4, 280007 aca, T thought - 
890d, to ſet down the ſame, not to accuſe, and complain againſt 
any one.for being unjult, or to ſeek any redreſs unto my ſelf; 
for I have horn, and can be contested (till co bear, more wrongs 
than this : Bur I doitfor theſe ends, 

I, Tolet poor men ſee, how they may be wronged and op- 
prefled, and bave their Lind and Poſſeſſions taken from them by 
great and powerful men, and whar they are belt to do in ſuch a 
caſe ; and my counſel is, to be patient, becauſe as I ſaid before, 
Levins fit patientia,quicquid corrigere ejt nefas, and as our Saviour 
ſaith, 1f any man ſue thee for thy Coat, let hims have thy Cloak al- 
ſo ; So I ſay, if any great man, that hath a great Place, or greit' 
Friends, take aWay thy Lands, let him take away thy Houſe al- 
ſo, rather chen ſpend thy Cry, and loſe that with thy Lands; 
for as Chriſt ſaith, 1f theſe things be done to the green tree, whar 
\ ſhall be done ro the ary? So if theſe Proceedings paſs 2gainlt 
ze, that Can both Ffeak and follow my bulineſle ro the mttermoſt, . 
and, I thank God have abil:ty to go through with it, what ſhall 
become of thee, and thy Cauſe, that art a poor man, when thou 
ſwimmeſt againſt the freams, and kickelt againlt che pricks ? 

Therefore I adviſe thee, rather in ſuch a caſe, to cry to God, 
than complain to any Judge, leit that as the Poet ſaith, Exceſ- 
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ſie medicina modun, thy remedy will prove worſe than thy dj/- 
eaſe. For thou ſeeſt how I'am ſerved, put out of my Howſe, 
and ſpend above 60 /;. 1nd have wo redreſs. 

2, If chis proceeding and dealing with me, be, as I conceive 
it, not ſo far and ſo juft as it ſhould be, both for the King and 
my ſelf, that am eje&tedour of my Houſe and Linds; rhen I 
conceive, 'His Majeſty and the Parhawent (hould, to prevent 
the /tke Oppreſſion and Wrongs to poor men, provide an ea/ier 
and plainer way to relieve the oppreſſed, and to ſerdown an 
nſual Form of Indiament,or to caule that the /nditwments ſhould 
not be ſoeafily and ſo frequently, upon every Lawyers motion, 
quaſht, as they are reported tobe : Eſpecially when the mat- 
cer of Force is plain and evidently proved. - And this redreſs 
of Injuries I petition and move for, for theſe four ſpecial rea- 
ſons. 

7, Becauſe the drfficulty of framing the Indictments ſo, that 
a cunning Lawyer cannot eaſily find a fault, and a flaw in it,atid 
then the frequent quaſhing of ſuch Inditments, as/are formd 
faulcy, isa great wrong to his Majeſty, in depriving him of 
thoſe Fines that otherwiſe are dye, and ſhould be rexdered unto 
him. 

2, Itisa great Abnſeand injury unto the poor S#bjef, that 
ſhall be driven out of his Poſſeſſion , and, for want of a ſufficient. 
Clerke or Counſellour to draw the r1ght forms of his Inditmentr, 
(which as I ſee few can do) he ſhall both ſpend his Morey, and 
loſe his /aboxr ; and perhaps, he is not ableto do as Idid, 
three or four times to draw Indicments, till he finds one thar 
may ſtand good. | | 
3. This frequent quaſhing of Indictmients is a great encourage- 
2:nt'for Opprefiors, and wicked men ro wrong their neighbours 
more and more; for ſay they, I will enterupon him and thruft 

him out, and if he doth z»dite me, 1will remove it to the Kings 
Bench, and I ſhall find a Lawyer that willguaſh his Indictment 
by and by. DN 

4. This very praftiſe and proceeding may be feared to prove 
the very bane and deſtruCtion of whole Nations and Kingdoms: 
For if Righteouſneſs exaleth a Nation, and a Kingdom is = 
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flared from one Nation'to another People, becauſe of unrighte- 
onſneſs, a8 Solowen Faith, and as we may read it in all Hiſtories, 
Then you may ſee how requiſite 1c 1s, for Kings and Princes, to 
look to thoſe things, and not to ſuffer uer;ghteorus Fadges, either 
for favour to one, Or hatred to another, ts do what they lilt , 
and to make their Laws like a Noſe of Wax, to bend which way 
they pleaſe, or like a Spiders Web, that catcheth the ſmall Flies, 
bur is broken, by the great humble Bees, all to pieces ; bur to 
be like the Chancellour Steel, that although he hated my perſon, 
yer, he ſaid, though I deſerved it not, I thould have Juſtice, and 


 ſohedid me Juſtice preſently, and I love to do right to my Ad- 


verſary, and co ſay the truth of mine enemy, 

Bur for my ſelf, I chank God for ir, asI lived many years ve- 
ry quietly and contentedly with far /eſs means then 20 /;, a year, 
and with far leſs pains and troubles taen I have now, ſo Idoubr 
not, but I could hive ſoftill ; and I refolved and vowed, as I 
have arcetied in my Epiſtle to his 2ajeſty, that, if I ſhould re-

fally bettow the ſame for the repairing of the Cathedral Church 
of Kilkenny: So that recovering lf, I ſhould not be one Penny 
the richer, or ot recovering it, nota Penny the poorer; and 
ſothe wrong done by this Proceeding, Whoſoever did ic, is, as I 
conceive, more againlt the King and the Church than againlt my 
ſelf.

ſtrength, my time, My. means, and My money for nought, in ſeck- 
ing to bring to God what is Gods, and tothe Church what of 
r19ht belongs unto the Church, Liberavs aviman mean, and I 
hope 1 may freely turn the leaf, and as God ſaid of the houſe of 
Eli, 1 ſaid indeed that the howſe of Eli, and the houſe of hu Fa- 
thers ſhould walk before me for ever : but now, ſauh the Lord, be it 
far from me. And ſeeing they had ſo far diſhonoured him, and 
ſo much prophaned his ſervice, it was j»yſ# with God ſo to 
do. | 

And ſo I ſaid indeed, I would do wy be, andT would be- 
ſow as much as 1 was able, and perhaps more than many wonld 
imIgine,torepair the Cathedral Church of St. Kenny ; yetnow

: And to ſay the truth, without fear of any man, we are not 
only deprived of the Yicarial Tythes and offerings by the Far- 
mers of the great Lords Impropriate Rectories, but our Lards 
and Glubes areclipped and pared to become as tkin as Banbury 
Cheeſe, by the Commiſſioners and Counſel of thoſe illuſtrious 
Lords : for though his Grace, our molt excellent Lieucenanr, 
the Duke of Ormord, is (I fay it without flatrery ) a man of 
ſuch worth, ſo noble, ſo honourable, and ſo religious, as is be- 
y ond compare, and for his fidelity, and Piety, and other incom- 
parable parts, ſcarce to be equalized by any Subject of any 
Kirg, and ſo many other great Lords are in themſelves very

Rice we the poor Bithops and Clergymen have from the grear 
Lords and Courts of juſtice in this Kingdom, I will inſtance 
but in the eximple of my ſelf; who, after I had expoſed my 
ſelf ro the dayly and continual hazard of my life, by my preach- 
ing and publiſhing ſo many Books againlt the Rebels and Long 
Parliament, Which I have unanſwerably proved to be the Great

our way : bur his Majelties Arturney Sir Willians Danvil, and 
Sir Audley Mervin, and the relt of the Kings Szrgeants and 
Soilicitors did fo faithfully, ſo learnedly, and ſo religiouſly 
plead on his Mjeſties behalf and the Church, { for Which the 
God of heaven will reward them, ) that they had the Super- 
ſedeas ſuperſeded and v.cated by our moſt honourable and mott 
relizious Lord Chanceilour ;z and then I proceeded, and the 
Jury found chis Biſhops houſe and Freſhford forfeited to the 
King, ind worth a hundred pounds per annwm ; then coming to

So you have ſeen ſome part of the miſeries of the Church 
of treland, and all the Livings in my Dioceſs of Offory, and 
who holds them, and what they are deemed to be worth, com- 
munibus anis, untothe Incumbents: and thi, together with 
the fate and condition of the Brſhoppricks in Ireland, which are 
now like Azthropophagites, eating up and devouting one aro- 
ther, ( excepting the poor Biſhopprick of Oſſory, that ſtandern 
yer alone like the r74nke of a goodly Oake, without boughs, 
without leaves,without beawty ;) when as many Biſhops here in 
Ireland have two or three Bithoppricks apiece : As che Biſhop 
of Cork hath alſo Rofſe and Clozre ; the Biſhop of Limricke hath 
alſo the Biſhopprick of Kerry ; the Biſhop of zPaterford hath 
Lyſmore; the Biſhop of Zaghliz hath the Biſhopprick of 
Fermes; the Biſhop of Dub/;z hath alſo the Biſhopprick of 
Glandels ; the Biſhop of Dowxes hath likewiſe Conzer and Kl- 
more, Whoſe Lands and Lordſhips the great Lords and Gen- 
try hold, and they the names of thoſe Biſhoppricks, wheze- 
of, formerly, each Biſhopprick was ſufficient to maintain an 
able Biſhop, If youſay, the Biſhops themſelves mace away 
their Lands in Fee-farme ; I dare boldly and truly ſay, as Chriſt 
doth of thelike caſe, that they who. did 1t were thieves and 
robbers, 7oh.10,8. and they that received them were no bet- 
cer, but they that retain them worſe. When as now two or 
three Biſhoppricks muſt be ſaddered and conglutinated together,

now and then much #zl;ke it, and ſowe and our forefathers are 
not much #»like thoſe two Sons, whereof our Saviour ſpeaketh, 
whoſe Father ſaid unto the fitft, Go work ts day in my Vineyard, 
and he ſaid, 1 will not, but afterwards he repented and went ; aud 
he came to the ſecond, and ſaid likewiſe, and he anſwered and ſaid, 
1 go Sir, and went not :. So our forefathers lived in the times of 
blindneſs, and knew not well what was zCceptable untoGod ; 
yet they did to the mttermoſ? of their endeavours and know- 
ledge, what they were able, to pleaſe God, and to ſerve him; 
and we have his Truth, and bis Will, his Goſpel, and his Mer- 
cies plentifully publiſhed, and poured forih amongſt us, and we 
do 11 that we can, to ob/frutt bis ſervice, and to evacuate the 
Religion of Jeſus Chrit?, 

And therefore I do much fear that theſe bh»d Chriſtians, as 
our Gnoflicks contemptuoufly call chem,ſhall riſe in ;udgment to 
concemn the great and quick-/ighted worldlings, and fruitleſs 
Chriſtians of our time: who, by their prophaneveſs and S;- 
criledge have ſo much hindered Gods Service, and cauſed our 
moſt holy Profeffion to be ſo much blaſphemed, and lighted 
among I»fidels and Pagans, and the relt of the enemies of Je- 
ſus Chrif, 

Bur you will ſay, how can that be Sacrzledge, or thoſe men 
blamed, thar, for the reformation of the Church, took away 
rhoſe things that were #ſurped by the Pope, and abaſed by the 
Monks and Friers to uphold afſes and Dyrges, and to con- 
tinue their Superſtition, to the great diſhowour of God, and the 
hazard of many thouſand ſouls ?

and ſo robbed thethiefe that had robbed God, and underſtood, 
chat cheſe holy Veſſels did belong to the Service of God in the 
Temple of Solomon, he durlt not meddlewich them, to retain 
chem for himſelf, bur, leſt he ſhould be pariſhed for his Sacri- 


ledge, as Belfhazar was, he commanded them to be carried to 


Feruſalem, and to be reſtored to their former proprietors, 
and for their former #ſe in- the divine Worſhip of Almighty 
God. 

And ſo ſhould Her.8. and thoſe Lords and Ladies, that have 
raken away the Revenues of the Church from the Pope, have 
reſtored them to the P:oceſtant Biſhops, and the reformed Mi- 
nilters of our Church.

ranifts1n theſe words, If there be now any of the Eaifices of the contra Donar, 


MaontanFts ffanding, which are rather to be termed Dens of wild 
beaſts, thas Churches of Chriſt, l:t them with their revenues, be 
appropriated to the Sacred Churches of the Orthadox Faith ; and 
in the ſaid Code 1t 1s ſaid, let the Biſhops, Prielis, and Pre- 
lates (char 1s of che Doxatyts ) be (icipr of all their Reve- 
nues, and be baniſhed co ſeveral Iſlands ; and let thoſe poſſeſſi- 
ons where Superſtution hath reigned, be annexed to the holy Catholick 
Charch. 

And good reaſon for it ; for as the Ark of God, when it 
was taken and abuſed by the Philiſtines, yer did it not then 
ceaſe to be the holy Arke of God, and therefore when it was 
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afterwards ſent home by the Philittines, it was received, re- 
ſpeed, and as much reverenced, and to the ſameends »ſed by 
the 1ſrazlires as it was before; as were alſo the Veſſels of Solo- 
»0ns Temple, after their return from Babylon : So the Reve-= 
nues of the Church, though taken from the Church, and abu- 
ſed by the Pope, yer, being reffored again to the Church, as 
they ought to be, they have the ſameeffeft, notwithlianding 
their former abuſe, ro promote the ſervice of God, as they had 
before: For being once dedicated for Gods ſervice, they ought 
never be to alzenated from it,as I have molt fully ſhewed in my 
Declaration again(t Sacriledge 5 but, as thoſe Cenſers ( where- 
with the two hnndred and fifty Rebels, impiouſly »ſurping the 
Prieſts Office, would needs offer Tnucevſe ro God, ) were hal- 
lowed ; and therefore God would not ſuffer them afterwards, 
to be at any time employed for any common uſes, but com- 
manded, that they ſhould be made Into bread plates for a co- 
vering of the Altar, Nam.16. and ſo the Braſs Which thoſe Re- 
bels had ſo wickedly abuſed, ſhould be religiouſly »ſed by the 
true Prieſts for Gods ſervice: So the Lands and Revenues of 
the Church that were once hallowed, and conſecrated for Gods 
Divine Worſhip, though che Idolaters did abuſethem, andthe 
Lay Lords #ſurp them, yet God cannot exdyre, that being oxce 
in his poſſeſſion, and given for his ſervice, they ſhould be 
ſnatched our of his hands, and transferred to Lay and prophane 
uſes, bur thar, like thoſe Cerſers, they ſhould ever comtinue for 
the ſervice of his Altar ; and ſo St. AuguFine ſheweth as much 
1n his 154 Epiſtle to Pablicola. 

And thus you ſee, how God is robbed, his Service »eglefted, 
and his Servants deprived of their means and maintenance, ſo 
that they can neither diſcharge their duties to God, nor feed 
the flock of Chr, and infiru& the people committed to their 
charge; as they oxght to do, and would no doubt do the ſame, 
if they were exabled todoit, which is a /amentable thing : and 
yet I can ſhew you & greater abommation, Ezek.8,6, even in the 
V1: ſtations of theſe poor and pullaged Clergy-men: I remem- 
ber God hath a twofold viſitation, che one in mercy, to relieve 


the oppreſſed, to deliver the Captives outof the'r Captivity, = 
c 
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he viſited the Iſraelites in Egypt, and the like ; the other in 
juſtice ; to punith the walefattors, and the tranſgreſſors of his 
Laws, as he vi/iteth the ſins of the Fathers upon the Children unts 
the third aud fourth generation of them that hate him ; but whe- 
ther the Yi/tatious of our Clergy-men be in mercy, or in ju- 
ſtice, or whether it be pro correftione morym, 07 colleftione Pecu- 
narum, and refettione corporums, or bota,l will nor de:ermine 
I believe their firſt 1-/#1tmtion aimed at or good, for the praiſe of 
them that do well, and the puniſhment of che refratory and 
evil does ; bur time and craft corruptech the beſt chings, and as 
the wicked turn the graces of God ito wantonmeſs, ſo covetous 
men and corrapt mmds,do abuſe ail the good intticurions of our 
Anceſtors ; ſo the ſervice of the tr#e God Was, in time, tran- 
{lated to become the ſervice of the /dols of che Gentiles ; and 
ſo, I fear me, theſe /;/ztations of the Clergy, that at firſt aimed 
at their good, and for their relefe, are noiv become, in many 
places, an oppreſſion, and a heavy yoak upon their necks, and a 
burden ſcarce portable upon tneir ſhoulders As 
I, Inthe wnl:;plicity of rhem, three or four that may be in x.The multi 
one year ; as fiilt the Archdeacon, he viſits, and gathers up his plicity of Vis 
Procurations, perhaps all the money that the poor Clergy can fitations, 
procure ; then comes the Byſhop, and hevifits, and the Clergy 
mult now double therr file, his Procurations being twice as much 
as the Archdeacons ; then, every third year, the Archbiſhop 
comes about in his erzennal vicitation ; andif in ether the Bi- 
ſhop, or the Archbiſhops viſitation, the Clergy fail, either in 
the payment of their Procurations, or Making ſuch refetions as 
ſhall be co the ſatisfattion of their Viſitors, their Livings may 
be /equeſtred, and letchem live as they liſt ; and afcer all chis, 
the Lord Primate, if he pleaſe, may come in the ſarne year, 
to make a regal Viſitation; and he being ſo good a wan, and 
coming from ſo good and ſo gracious 4 King, deſerves no leſs 
than the beft ; and the beſt entertainment, that can be made - 
for his Grace is fit to be mads for him; And can theſe 
many wife, think you, be for the profit of the poor Cler-

the ſatisfaftion of the delicate and delicious company of the w- 
tors, and nor according to the power of the poor Clergy ; when 
chey remember not the old Proverb, That the ful! dog knoweth 
not how, or what the empty deg doth bark ; andif they be dsſ- 
contented With their entertainment, their Cenſures muſt be as 
they pleaſe, and none dares ſay, that it is #juſf, or how canir 
be ſo from the men of God? Yet, as all powerful great men can 
ealily find a ſtzffe to beat a dog: ſorhe ſupertour Pyhopor 
Archbiſhop can (if they pleaſe ) ſoon find a faxlt ina poor in- 
feriour Clergy man, 

Now I will ſer down ( for I fear no man l.ving,) what ;- 
formatron I have by Letters from the laſt Yi /itation of the Arch- 
biſhop of Dablin, that was held in my Dioceſs of OſſÞry, by his 
Surrogate Mr. Archdeacon Balkley.: and: theſe be the wery 
words of the Letters, that the World may thereby ſee, and 
the Judge of all the World may judge in what caſe the poor 
Clergy do ſtand.

»els houſe z when his Regiſter came ro Town, though his men 
ſome of them and his Porcmantle were in Mr. Conxels houſe, 
he did not like his lodging, and complained tothe Vicar Ge- 
neral; On Monday, after the Commiſſion was read, he told 
us, that in regard therefection for the Archbiſhop was neg- 
le&ed, he ſuſpended the Juriſdiction for fix months, and 
whereas he thought to behave himſelf as a loving brother, he

and the Biſhop of Lachlizand Fernes in like manner, +that was 
not mwch behind the former, to ſhew his love and 7e/þetZ to his 
Metrapolitan, my Lords Grace of Dablin. 

Truly, I do hoxoxr, reſpect, and reverence, and do hearty

ordered to be extended. 

But for Foxathan Call, that is ſaid tobe ſequeſtred for not 
going to his Grace, to aske leave to go to Oxford, before he 
went, ( which was indeed a faulc in Ca, ) and no man will 
excuſe him, unleſs he can yield a very good reaſon for his 
nezle&. 

Bur for his Non-refdency from his Livings, I think, that 
the Statute doth allow him to be abſext from his Living, and 
to live in the Univerlity fuderds gratia untill he be forty years 
old, andI having ſent him word, from the Recor of Lincolr: 
Colledge, waere he is a ſtudent, that he muſt wake haſte to 
come before the A; and his new-married Wife being lacely 
dead, he might be thereby ſo tropbled, and in ſuch an exta/ie, 
as to forget his duty and obed:ewce to my Lords Grace, not ſo 
much out of contexzpt ot neglect of his Grace, as out of 19g10- 
7ance, baſhfulneſs, or forgerfelneſs, that might well mw him 

efore 
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before avy mild, and #o ſevere Julges 2 tanto licet now 4 toto . 
and therefore co:ideratis conſiderandrs, the faulr, which might 
be accounted wenral, might be conceived not to deſerve ſo hea- 
vy a Cenlure, as to be deprived of all his means, whereby 
he is d;/;nabled to continue his tudy in the Univerſity ; which 
makes me believe, the Scqueſtrator conceived ſome greater 
cauſe to ſ:queſter him, either againſt him, or agaialt ſome 
other of his relation, which 15s probable, as I conceive it, to be 
againlt my ſelf, whom ſome thought ro wound through the /ide 
of Ponathan Cull, becauſe I know the man to beſo civil, and 
of {o fair a carriage, as to give no juſt offence tO any one, or in 
any place; 1 would the accuſer of his brethren were ſo blame- 
leſs : but many times Ariſtdes 1s puniſhed for being juſt, and 
Clodins applanded for his wickedneſs, 

Or if he, or any other of my Clergy hath july deſerved pu- 
niſhmenr, I will not be their Advocate to jultifie or to excuſe 
any hainous crime. | 

And for the Vi/tations themſelves; the Biſhops Viſitation 
ſeems to be clipped here in this Kingdom of Jre/avd more than 
ſeems convenient; for the chref parts and duties of this Office of 
Epiſcopacy, different from Precbytery, do confilt in theſe eo 
ſpecial things : 

I. Ordination of the Priefts and Deacons tobe the Teachers 
4nd Paſtors of rhe Church, to feed the flockof Chrif. 

2. Furiſaition, to rule and govern all the members of che 
Chnrch, Clergy, and Layty,according to the Laws, Canons,and 
Conſticutions of the Church, 

And if in this Triemial V:/itation of the Archbiſhop, he 
inhibits the B:hops Furiſdiftion for two or three months, before 
he viſits, and then when he viſits, ſuſpends the Juriſdidtion for 
ſix months more, as here you ſee he doth, or for more than 
that if hepleaſe, and this every third year : and 1n any part of 
the year, when he will ; hach not the Archbiſhop {o—_ up 
almoſt all the Juriſdiction of the Biſhop? And then as the 
Pope ſends his Legatos a latere, to do only what the Pope di- 
rects him ; ſo the Biſhop ſhall ſtand by the Archb;/hops de, 


and ſhall be ſer afide, as ofc as he a 7- which ſeems co me

ro be a Juriſdiion ad placitums, and ſo little better than a Cy- 


pher, that Randing by himſelf, Gignifieth nothing, and ſo is wor- 


thy of a Presbyterial coſrection, 

Bur, as @Honarchy 1s the beſt kind of Government in the 
World, when the ſame is wel ordered, and rightly uſed, as I 
have. molt amply ſhewed in my Book, of the Right of 
Kings, ſo the multiplication of powers into one hand, 
being abuſed, hath produced Tyravzy among the Tyrancs 
of the Gentiles; and, as Presbycerians ſay, in the Popes 
of Rome : Therefore our Saviour Chriſt, ſeeing hoiv am- 
bitions, and how greedy his Diſciples were to sſ#rp authority, 
forbiddeth them, ( not, to »ſe their authoricy, and the juriſ- 
diction that he gives them, bur he forbiddeth chem to abuſe 
It, 7.6, 20t 74metver, to domineer one over another, as the 
heathen Tyrants did, 1 Pet.5.3. and tothat end, the molt Di- 
vines ſay, and I think all, except the Popes Parafites, Iam 
ſure all the Presbyterians affirm ir, that Chriſt equally diſtribu- 
red the power and authority, that he gave, tothe Guvernours 
of his Church, which were che ryelve Apolites, amonglt rrem 
all: and therefore they had all equal juriſd;ft:o» ; though S.Pe- 
ter had the priority of zommation, in reſpect of order, which 
muſt be obſerved in all the «7oxs and the works of God,which 
1s the God of order. 

Yet 1, that am and will be as obſervant, reſpeRive, and 
obedient to wy Archbiſhop as any Biſhop in reland ſhall be to 
his Metrapolitan, ſay nor this,as finding any fault, or laying the 
leaſt blame, upon the Canons and Conſtitutions of the Church, 
and the Laws of theſe Kingdoms { for all mult confeſs, that 
the Office and Galling of an Archbiſhop was not ſo from the 
beginning, nor is, j7#re divime, of Chriſts inſtitution, ) that 
ordered and appointed the ſame to be governed and guided by 
the Biſhops ſubord;xate to their Archbithops, that are to have 
the ever/ight of them ; which is a moſt excellent way, that all 
things may be done right inthe rule and government of Gods 
Church: So ic be done with that temper and moderation that 
1c oyght to be done. 

Bur I ſay this, to the ſame evd as our Saviour ſaid it to his 

| Diſciples, 
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Diſciples, that all chings might be done, Lex; ſpirite, non dura 
manu, rather by an inward iweet influence, than an outward 
extream violence, and that all the Biſhops, and the Archbi- 
ſhops 1n their Y/irat:ons, and in 2ll their afFio»5 ſhould Rudy 
and (irive to be like ſes, that in the Government of Goas 
people was the gentlefF, and the metheſt man upon earth, and 
endeavoured, as he ſaith himſelf, to carry them 7 his boſowme, 
Which 1s the greatef commendation, and the belt quality that can 
be 1n any Biſhop, of whom, it 18a ſhame to lay, Nox pater 
eff /Eacms, thou art not the ſon of Moſes, ſed te gennere fere, 
bur thou arr more like the ſavage beafts : waen thou arc ſo cruel, 
ſo unmerciful, and ſo ſevere 1n the cenſure of thy brethren of 
thine own Coat. , 

For as I ſaid /ong ago, ſol ſay now, and will ſay ic (till, that 
the 71914 carriage ot toine ſevere Biſhops, and their undilcreer 


behaviour of che Presbyrers, on the other fide, when the Go- 


vernours ruled, and domineered like Tyrants, and the Presy- cur Church, 


ters, like {tubborn Childcen, refuſed to be obedzent, bath been 
one of the chiefeſt cauſes of the late diltrattion and miſertes, 
that we have felt inthis our Church.. 

But I will demand of the Lay men, whether that Cexſwre, 
be commendable, when for a fault char deſerves a perny tine, 
the offender ſhall be puniſhed wich a pound ? And that delir- 
quency, which ſprings through zgnorance, or forgertulneſs, 
and not of obſtiyacy, ſhall be cqually puniſhed with che h1ghel# 
tranſgrefſours z. which is, in my judgment, like Draco, that 
wrote his Laws in bloud: Yer may you ſeethe like Draco's 
ſomecimes 1n the Sequzſtratiovs and Cenſures of ſome Clergy- 
men : Poor ſouls, 1 can but pity them. And I will nor be the 
Judge, but letthe Reader confiderit; A young man ts wezaly 
inſtituted into a little Living, and becomes bound to his Ma- 
jeſty for his fir? fruits, then goeth to his ſtudy to the Zurver/ſity, 
that he'may be che better enabled to do God ſervice, in the 
Church of Chriſt ;. yer, becauſe chat either through baſhfulne/s 
to £0 to [0 great « Prelate, that he never was acquainted Witn, 
or through zgnorance of his duty, or: forgerfulnefs, or pettizps 
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for haſte to ſave his paſſage by Sea, when as time and tide ſtay 
for no man; or ſome other exc#ſable cauſe, he goeth to Oxford 
without his Archbiſhops beipg acquainted therwith,though his 
own Biſhop Cent for him in all haſte rocome up before the Act : 
yer for this harwors creme and great piccadilio fault, he is ſeque- 
ſtred from all the means he hath, before he receives the ff 
harveſt fruits, or perhaps one pew#y from the ſame, whereby he 
is 4: /rnabled to pay the Kings firf fruits, and to maintain him- 
ſelf in the Univerſity, and ſo wwdowe : and if this Cenſlure be 
equivalent, and not exceeding the fuulr, judge you. | 
And as diſlike and diſaffeft:9y produce ſometimes heavy Sex- 
texces upon the poor Clergy for light faults ; ſo I have ofcen 
ſeen great oppreſſions, aud much baſeneſs uſed by ſome great 
dignified Clergy-men, that I could name, and yet they were 
ſo far from Cenſure, that others were upheld and applauded in 
Juven. 1. their wickedneſs and fo, as the Poet ſaith, === {lis 
Satyre13, E ademcommuttunt diverſo crimina fato 
Ille cracem pretinns ſcelerss talit, his diadema : 
One man is applanded and crowned for the ſame fact for which 
another man is condemned and hanged. 
The 1a Vis But for the aft Y:/itation of the Archbiſhop in this Dioceſs 
ration of the of Ofſory,1 ſhall, beſides what I have ſaid already of the 1uhi- 
Archbiſhop in þ;t;ou and Suſpenſion Of the Juriſdiftion, ſay ſomewhat more 
this Diocels than I aid of the Sequeſtrations of the Clergy ; And, 
ot Of oy. I, Of the Namber of thoſe perſons that were ſeque- 
{tred. 
2, Of the Casſes for which they were ſequeſtred, 
3. Of the Conſequents of their Sequeſtrations. 
I, You mult underſtand, that in all my Dioceſs of Oſſory, 
I have but twenty two beneficed Clergy-men, and of them 
twelve are non-refidenr, and eight of the twenty two were 
lequeſtred ; viz.

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Whereof {ix were continuilly reſident, and in my Judemenr, 
the moſt learned, and moſt frequent conſtant Preachers,that have 
any Ecclefialtical prefertnenc in my Diaceſs, 

2, For the Cauſes, Why their Livings were ſequeſtred,I can- 
not, and I do not ſay but that they may be very juſt, either tor 
not rendering to Ceſar what belongs unto Ceſar, as the twen- 
tieth part, Sublidies, and the like pryments, due unto his 
Majelty; or for not rendering ro God what is Gods, as 
the due and dzlzgevt ſerving of their Churches, and the pay- 
ment of their Procuratiozs, and the diſcharging of all other 
daes and accuſtomed duties unto his Grace, or tothem whom 
he ſent. to viſit them ; or for holding their Livings contrary, 
either to the Czwil or the Eccleſiaſtical Laws of the Land ; or for 
the wwworthineſs of the perſons uncapable of them, or ſome 
other juſt and lawful cauſe, 

My Regiſters Lecter informs me, that Mr, Call Fumors Li- 
vings were ſequeſired for going to the Xniver/iry withour his 
Grace his leave, Whereof I have ſpoken before ; and others 
for diſtance of miles, 1f chey were above /ix miles one from 
another, though they ſay, that for the texuiry of their Livings 
they had the Kings Pattezt under the Broad Seal, to hold them 
ſome thirty, and others twenty miles diſtant; in which 
caſe, I ſay no more, but, if they ſhall not keep them above 
ſox miles diftant, they might live better and grow richer herg 
in /relavd by keeping Sheep, than by feeding of Chriſt hi flock 3 
or if the Law prohibits them, to keep them, beyond rhat diſtance, 
I wonder, Why they are admitted, by the Relaxations of the 
Sequeſtrations, to keep them ſi if they were ſequeſtred, to 
oet Fees for the Relaxation, to Mr. Proby, my Lords Grace his 
Regiſter, and not to deprive them of either Living ; my Lord's 
Grace dealt more gracronſly, and like himſelf, in granting the 
Relaxation of them, than his Surrogate 41d inthe Sequeſtration 
of them. 

Butif they were Sequeſtred, for not paying the Archbiſhops 
Procarations, or other duties due unto his Grace, I blame them 
very much, that they paid them not; for though by reaſon of 
the ſmalneſs of their means, and the worthineſs of the _ in 
theig 
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their pains taking, 1 forgave all my Prcocurations and other 
dues alſo, to molt of the poorer ſort of them, ever fince his 
Majeſty came in, and, to my remembrance, have not received 
ſo much as cen ſhillings in Procurations from all my Clergy to 
this very day; yet that ſhould not make them careleſs or for- 
gerful ro pay all duties, that are due toother men ; and there- 
fore | told Mr. Barry, that ſaith, for not paying eighteen pence 
Procurations tothe Archbiſhop, he paid thirty ewo ſhillings to 
his Regiſter, for his Relaxation, that he d1d very wmwiſely there- 
in; though, to excuſe himſelf ro me, that was avgry with 
them all that were zeg/gent to pay all dues to his Grace, he had 
ſaich, that eighteen pence is not in my L:#, norin the Arch- 
deacons Liſt of Procurations, neither was it ever paid, or de- 
manded to be paid, either by me, or by my Archdeacon, or by 
any other Biſhop or Archbiſhop before; or otherwiſe, if he 
known how it came into Mr. Archdeacon Bulkleys Rowle, he 
would rather have paid his eighteen pence than thirty two 
ſhillings ; and ſo I cold every one of the reft of them thar 
were ſequeſtred, and paid thirty two ſhillings for each of their 
Relaxations, that it was their own fault, and their folly, 
that they had nor paid what was ſo j»/ly due unto his 
Grace. 

3, For the Conſequents of theſe Sequeſtrations, as they were 
very beneficialand profitable to the Archdeacons Friends, and 
to my Lords Grace his Officers, as I could ſhew you in what 
particulars, ſo they were very fatal and grievoxs to the poor 
Prieſts, that were ſequeſtred; for I, charging them, upon their 
Canonical obedience, to ſhew me the rr#th of the proceedings 
and ſufferings which they ſuſtained, I received a Petition from 
the Senior Call, and a Letter of Mr. Manby, my Lords Grace 
his Chaplain, to a friend of his; ( which T once thought to 
inſertin this place, ) bur I did nor, yet I perceived thereby, 
how heavily this burthen lay upon the poor mans back, char 
proteſted unto me, he ſpent near thirty ponds before he was 
quitted from all his troubles in this buſineſs, and he was 


brought ſo low, that I was fain to lend him twenty pounds tobe 


ſent to Oxford to relieve his ewo Sons, leſt otherwiſe they 
ſhould 
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ſhould be expelled our of their Colledge for want of moxey to 
pay their arrears ;z and how great a prejudice and hinderance it 
was to the Fur Call in his proceedivgs in the Univerſity, him- 
ſelf beſt knoweth, and cin beſt inform you : the which things 
I conceived were very imuch to be pitried by any compaſſionate 
Facher in the Church of God, that hach a fellow-teeling of 
anoſhers miſery, 

And Iunderſtand likewiſe, from the re? of the Clergy, and 
the poor Clarks of the Pariſh Churches, what an finite charge 
the reſt of che ſequeſtred parties had been ar, in paying about 
thir:y ewo ſhillings Fees for every Relaxation, and Sequelira- 
tion granted againſt them ; befides their own proper expences, 
and, if I am not miſinformed, beſides two pence a mile-from 
Dablizco Offory, ( which in ſome places is betwixr fifty and 
ſixty miles, ) to the Apparator that ſerved the Sequeſtration ; 
and beſides a far greater trouble and /oſs which theſe ſequeſtred 
perſons had from the-Texaxts, to Whom they had ſer their 
Tythes before they were ſequelired, and (by reaſon of the 
great charge, and ſmall means of ſome of them ) were fain to 
take ſome part of their money before-hazd ; for when the Far- 
mers of their Tythes, ſaw that their Livings were ſequeſtred, 
and put into other mens hands, yer, (though chey had a Re- 
laxation of them afterwards,.) they pretended a far greater loſs 
thanit may be they had, and ſo made the loſs very great unto 
the Incumbent, that muſt bear all the damage, and ſave the 
Tenant harmleſs; as to inſtance in one example for 
all, 


The Dean and Chapter having paid me vo Procurations, for An inſtance of 
all the Livings that they held, ſince his Majeſties happy reſtau- *Þ< lols of the 


ration, I ſequeſtred the ſame into the hands of two of the ableſt 
and beſt experienced Prebends, Mr. Teate, and Mr. Kervey, 
who, I knew, would give a juſt acconnt to me, and to the relt 
of their fellow Prebends; and they did ſet the Tythes unto 
thoſe Tenants that were msſt able, and gave. moſt forthem ; 
but when Archdeacon Bu{k/ey came to vifite the Chapter, his 
great friend, and 01d acquaintance, the Dear, that had all the 
former years Revenues in his hand, _ had given n9e-4acconne 
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of anypart thereof unto the Chapter, and was much prieved 
at my Sequeliration of it, out of bis hands, would not pay the 
Procurations due to my Lord Archbiſhop of Dabliz, no mo:e 
than he would pay to me any of my Procurationsz whereupon 
Archdeacon Bulkley, whether to pleaſe the Deane, or to plea- 
fure his Colin Bulkley, 1know not, ſequelired the ſame 29210 
into the hands of his Coſin Mr. Thomas Bulkley, and the reſt 
of the Prebends had lolt no leſs than five pounds by reaſon of 
chat Sequeſtration , if the Law had not forced Mr.T ho, Balkley 
tO yield ic up into the former Tenants hands. And ſo did the 
reſt of the Clergy loſe very mnch by reaſon of their Seque- 
firations, which they had never been acquainted with fince 
my reſtauration ; though I received not forty ſhillings from 
all my (ergy ſince I came to be Biſhop to this very day, nor 
ſo much as one priizy from the Dean-in «ll my lite. | 

Then about rwo months after the Archbiſhops Viſitation 
was paſt, I received a Letter from Mr. Proby, the Archbiſhops 
Revilter. 

And therein a Liſt of them that had not paid their Procu- 
rations unto his Grace, + 

Art the reading of which, [ did greatly wonder at the partial;- 
ty of Archdeacon Balkley, that could ſpare to ſequelter 
Mr. Richard Seagar, Mr. Whittington, Mi. Wilhams, Mr, Ri- 
chard Deaxe, Mr. Goburne, Mr.Wilſon, and Dr. Chamberlain, 
that were the Deans friends, and for whom he interceded, 
though five of them were non-reſident, and yet would pre- 
ſently ſequeſter thoſe eight ( whereof ſeven Were alwates refi- 
dent, and tookmoſ pains in all the Dioceſs, ) whom he knew 
the Biſhop therefore had a very goed opinion of them, as well as 
of thoſe wnom he ſpared ; and the Dean had ſo eagerly, 1will 
not ſay maliciouſiy, bur I date ſay cauſeleſiy, complained of 
them ; and theſe alſo to have their Relaxations granted before 
they had paid their Procurations ; I hope it is not to ſequelter 
them agar, Which they well deſerve, if their former warning 
hath not raught'them to pay them. And therefore, I that 
have a/wa:es perſwaded and taught:obedtence to be obſerved by all 
zoferiours to their ſuper;atendents, Would not be negligent - my 
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duty, to do according to my Lords Grace his Order, but I ſenc 
my Apparior to all che particulars of my Clergy mentioned in 
the Schedule, to come and make ſatisfattiow for their Procura- 
tions, or to expe what might ſucceed, which they were bet- 
rer, like wiſe men, to prevert. 

And they, when they cameunto me, ſhewed me their Ac- 
quittauces, under Mr. Jaxe his hand, that they had already 
paid them, be 

So I thought this /orys was over : Yet within a while I 
heard that about ſome ten poor Par Clarkes, and fave of the 
Clergy were cited to appear at Dwblin, ( a journey to ſome 
fifry or ſixty miles, in the ſhort Winter daies, and over wales 
as foul as any 1s 1n /»gland, ) toanſwer Articles that ſhould be 
objeced againſt chem. 0 

Then divers of the Clerks came crying co me, that they had 
rather leave their Clerkeſhip than to take ſuch a journey to Dub- 
liz; and one of the Clerks the Archdeacon Byulk/ey had given 
a Licence to, and yet cited him to Dabl:z to ſhew his Licence, 
the which, when he ſhewed, che Officers of che Cotirrſaid,' 
they mAook ir, and diſmilt the cauſe, and yer afterwards ſent 
a Citation for the Fees. And my Clergy entreared me'to' 
zntercede for them that did not know wherein they had offended, 
nor what could be objefRed againft them : and'l anſwered them 
all, that 1 would neither meddle: nor: make in their bulinels ;; 
but, if they have done well, then all-would be'ell, 1f other- 
Wiſe, let them ſuffer for it, 1 would” never excyſe their nebli- 
gence, nor Patrovizetheir offence; then ſomeof' theiti aÞper- 
Ting at Dablin, expeCting their Charge, and defiringearneftly 
to be diſpatcht, Archdeacon Butkley anſweted, Your Biſhop 
1s writing of Books, ( for he'had ſome'inkling'of mine intent, 
and will not apply himſelf:ro'my” Lords Grace £6 7»tercede for” 
you. Y; | 

Yet my Lord Archbiſhop very nobly and graciouſly willed'the 
Archdeacon to take their a»ſwer, and to diſpatch them thac 
they might'go home; and the Archdexcon Bilk/ry willed them, 
to confeſs their faults, and'to' ſubmit” units the Coutt, 'and they" 
ſhould' be diſcharged; and 1 hearing! of this advice; willed 
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rhem to confeſs the trath, bur not of any guilt, wherein they 
were znnocent. _ 

.. And therefore when they had their Articles, ten or twelve, 
read'unto;them, ( for they had no Copy of them, ) they ſaw, 
they were but meer ſuggeſtions, and not any thing in any of 
them, that could any wales touch them, or prejudice them 
in any thing, and they preſently made their anſwers unto 
chem. 

' And when they had anſwered -and confeſt »o fault that they 
committed ; upon«he/payment of their Fees,for the charges of 
the Court, they were diſmilt. 

Whereby,-1t ſeems to me, that, ifthey were guilcleſs, and 
nothing could be p:oved againſt che:n, they mighc as well cite 
all the Clergy, and all the menin X:lkexny, and ſuggelt Arti- 
cles againſtthem,:;to brivg them unto Deblin, to pay Fees to 
enrich the Officers of the Court ; and that being done,to ſend 
them home glad that they are diſmitt, 

Then after chis the Churchwardens of S. aries in Kilkenny, 
having very juſtly,. as Tunderitand, preſented divers perſons ac 
the- Archhiſhops Viſitation, they were, contrary tothe Ca- 
20s, cited to appear at Dmbl;n, forty ſeven miles, to make 
o00d their Preſentation, as the Churchwardens informed mez 
which was ſo. 1ll reſented, that we could hardly ger any thi 
would take the Churchwardeuſhip upon them, for fear of the 
like troubles if, chey; preſented any man. But, when I de- 
manded of the Archdeacon why the Churchwardens were 
cited to make good their Preſentment: He anſwered, it was 
not ſo ;- but they retained a Proftor to proſecute againit thoſe 
that refuſed to pay the Charch taxes, and they nor following 
their ſuir, they were ſent unto, either to come and proſecmute, 


' or the Defendants ſhould be diſmriff £ which-if ſo, I blame 


not the proceeding, bur ler the Churchwardens ſuffer for theic 
own errour, when they ſue out of, my Court without a diſmiſ- 
ſion, or an appeal, 2 
Yet out of all wy former diſcourſe, it appeareth what an 
heavy barthes and an infinite charge this laſt criennial Viſcati- 
on of the Archbiſhop hathbeen to the ;#drgent Clergy of Offa, 
| ot 
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both in their threefold Procurations, their manifold Sequeſira- 
tions, and /oug Winter journeys to procure their Relaxations, 
and the manifold lofles that they ſuſtained by cheir Tenants, 
chat, by reaſon of the. Sequeſtrations were diſappointed of 
thoſe ryches that they had taken from the Incumbents, which 

makes me think, that we do not follow cuc Siviours Counſel 

and Precept to S, Peter, To feed hr flick ; nor what we lezrne 

in the old Adage, that ſaich, Bus paſtors eff pecits tonaere nox 

deglubere ; for certainly thele foreſaid things do ſeem deglabere 

pecus non tondere 3 and to cauſe his ſhepwards troſtarve, and nor 
co enable chem to feed his Lambe. 

And therefore, as the fin of Solamoy moved God to raiſe 
up Hadad the Edomite, and Rezon the Son of Eladah, and 
Feroboam the Son of Nebat, to vex Sulomon for the fins of So- 
lomn, 1 Kings 11.14,23,26, So I do not wonder, that God 
ſuffereth che devil ro (tir up Presbyteriaus, and Quakers, and Why God (ut. 
other Anabaptiſtical Series to vex the Biſhops for theſe and fereth Seta- 
the like fins of che Biſhops again{t Gnd and his poor people, _— the 
when they ſuffer and connrenance their Conmillaries, Regiſters, _ 
and other Officers, to be like a talent of /ead upon the necks of 
Chriſt bis Sheep. 

Bur I do therefore deminJ, if theſe things, and all the Whether the 
things I ſhewed to be amiſs in this Treatiſe, ought not to be forc{aid abuics 
reformed and amended ? . ed. 

I know ſome will ſay, they ought nor tba tobe publiſhed TT 
to the World, co diſcover the weiknels and :mperfeftions 
of our Brethren, to make th:m more contemprible in the 
eyes of the ſcoffers of our Calling, than they are; and 
therefore will much 6/ame me for this my publication of theſe 
things. 

But as Caligula was ſo wicked, and his life ſo beaftly, that reynolds in the 
ſome Hiſoriographers. bave been in doubr, whether it were life of Caligytn 
beſt ro bury them in oblivion, or commit them unto memory : f9l.31. 
and it is anſwered by mine Author, That, ſeeing it 1s profica= 
ble to the Readers, and to Poſterity, to know the evil dorres 
of others, and the diſgrace they have thereby, to m-kethem 
affraid todo the like evils, left in like manner chey ſhould be 
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publiſhed to their ſhame : therefore ir is far better to diſcover 
the faults of Governours and great men, than to conceal them ; 
becauſe ic is done, not With any deſire of avy evil to the doers 
of thoſe evil deeds, but out of an earneſt endeavour to amend 
them, and to prevent the like carriages in all others.; not to 
diſgrace any, but to prevent the diſgrace of all, 

But though it be nor amiſs to make kyows the injuſtice and 
the faults of Great men, that there may be a redreſs of them; 
yer who dares complain and ſpeak of the Vices of their Supe- 
riours ? An tutum eſt ſcribere in eos qui poſſunt proſcribere: 1 
have read how the Mice held a Conſultation, how they might 
eſcape the fury of the Cat ; and one wiſer than thereſt, ſaid, 
ir might eafily be done, if there were bur a Bellcied about the 
Cars neck ; for ſo they might heare her coming,and they mighe 
oet away; and all hked well, and applauded the device z buc 
to this day they could never agree, which of them ſhould tre 
che Bell about che Cars neck: So all the poor and zferionr 
Clergy, all figh, and groan, and complain of their Taxes, and 
Preflures, and Opprefſions, by che Biſhops, and Archbiſhops, 
and Archdeacons, and their Suffragans, and all that come to 
Cenſure them ; but not one of chem all dares te the Bell 
about the Cats neck, and complain of theſe Great Powers 
unto the Higher Powers, to have their abuſes redreſſed, for 
fear of a worſer conſequence ; no leſs than tobe cr»ſht and torn 
all to pieces, 

Yet I remember, what Seneca ſaith, that he which is care- 
{:(s of his own life, may when he will, be Mafter of another 
mans life ; ſo he that 1s careleſs of his own ſtate or promoti- 
on, and regards not the confluence of wealth and worldly things, 
may without fear do things that other t10r0us men dire not 
venter to do. 

And truly I muſt confeſs, that fince the great Fehovah, my 
continual deliverer, hath delivered me from that mnltitude, of 
thoſe malicious Enemies, that ſoughr afrer my.life, when I 
was ſcarce buddedin the world, and ever ſince hath preſerved 
me ſo many times from ſuch great, and ſo unimaginable dan- 
ers, as from Captain Flaxey, when I was carried Priſoner 
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to North-hempton ; from Capcain Beech, when I was taken pci- 
ſoner at Sea, from the drunken Captain that would have deli- 
vered me to the Power of che Par 1ament,hard by Aber-yſtwith ; 
from Sir Fohn Carter and Courtney, that would haveclape me in 
priſon when I preached for bis now Majelty at Coxway ; from 
the wicked Commutee of plundered Minifters, that iaid I'de- 
ſerved rather to hive my head cut off, than to have any Ar- 
ticles performed with me; from ſo many deſperare Sea-woy- 
ages and Land journeys that I p fled through; and irom Cap- 
tain Yord, When I was under his hands in the Parliamenc 
Ship ; from the Great Antichriſt, the Long Pacliament; and 
eſpecially from the devit himſelf, when he threw me down art 
Weſt-Wickham, and God ſaid unto him, as he did of Job, He 15 
in thy hand;but ſave hu life ; I never ferred what man could do 
unto me: but as the Prophet David ſaid, the Lord delivered 
mefrom the mouth of the bear, and of th Lion, and he will 
deliver me from this wucircumciſed Philiſtine : So1 ſay, the 
Lord that preſerved me ſo wavy times, from ſo many dangers, 
will till preſerve me, while with a /xcere heirt Iendeavour to 
diſcharge my duty : eſpecially ſeeing che Lord faith, 7, ever 
Ian he that comforteth you ; and who art thou that art affraid of 
4 manu, and of the ſon of man that ſhall be made as gra/s, and for- 
getteſt the Lord thy Maker, that hath ſtretched forth the heavens, 
and laid the Foundations of the Earth, and haſt feared every 
oy becanſe of the fary of the oppreſſour, as if he were ready io 

eſt roy. | 

NE as I have been alwaies reſo/aute, andin a manner, 
deſperate, in the judgment of the timorous, as it appearech, 
by the three Books, that, in the behalf of our late King, I 
printed in Oxford, and the three Books that I writ of the Great 
Antichriſt, while the Long Parliament and che filſe Propher 
were in their greateſt prevalency ; and by the Sermons that [ 
preached at St. Nicholas, and other Churches in Dublin, at 
Coney beforethe Judges, at Llar Samar, and in all places: 
So now in mine old age, when I am ſo near my grave, | have 
leſs reaſon to fear, and wore cauſe to be reſolute, to ay the 


cruth, to diſcharge my duty, and to Iimplore my moſt —_— 
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rable Friends, my Lords Grace of Canterbury, my Lord of 
Loxdon, and my old familiar Acquaintance My Lord of wix- 
cheſter, whom God hath placed ſo xear his Majelty, and hath 
raiſed to that eminency of dignity pre conſortibus above their 
hrechren, not ſo much for their owz ſakes, as for his honour 
and ſervice, and the good of his Church, and like ſo many 
relig'ous Foſephs, to relieve their diltrefled Brethren, to joyn 
in mine afſitince, molt earneſtly ro beſeech, and woſt huns- 
bly to petition to his Sacred Majelty, that he would be 
oraciouſly pleaſed ro relieve and help the Church of Jre- 
land in thoſe threefold grievances that I have foreſhewed : 
as, that 

I, Seeing the Lands and Revenues of che Church, were 
I am ſure, in many places of my Dioceſs, given for their re- 
ward that fought againſt his late Majeſty ; and chat by reaſon 
of their wealth and great friends co uphold chem cherein they 
do poſſeſs them ; and we that would-erect our Churches there- 
with, are di/ivabled to do it without our means, that are ſo 
fercibly with ftrong hands, and by ſach friends detained from 
us ; his Majeſty would be pleiſed ro cauſe them, or ſome 
others, ſome waies, and by ſome means, to have the Churches 
of God, for the ſervice of Feſws Chriſt, to be erefted and re- 
paired *, and nor, tothe ſcandal of our Religion, ( which the 

evs, Turks, and Gentiles would nor do, ) to ſuffer our very 
Cathedrals,and ſo many other Pariſh Churches to lie ſo y#;10u9, 
and ſo rooted up as they are. 

2, That ſeeing ſo many great and goodly Impropriations are 
taken away from the Church of Chriſt, and from the ſervice of 
God, and are held in the hands of ſuch great perſons and 
powerful men, that will nor parc with them, ( as Iſhewed co 
you before, ) and the poor Vicars of ſuch ReRories impropri- 
ate, bave ſcarce ſo much means belonging to the Vicaredees,as 
will put bread into their mouths, whereby they are conſtrained, 
for the relief of their Families, to take Farms, and other 
Lands to occupy, like Lay men, and to neglect their duties, 
and the ſervice of Gods Church, and to ſuffer che poor people 
either ro be inſtructed, and to have their children baptized, 
married, 
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married, and buried by the Popiſh Prieſts, or to have »o Prieſts 
at all; and we that are the Dyoceſſans, by reaſon of the 
ſmall values of choſe Vicaredges, can find no men that are 
worchy and able Minifters, that will come and accept of thoſe 
ſlender maincenances ; and thoſe that do accept them, we can- 
not make them, by reaſon of their ſmalneſs, to d:ſcharge them ; 
And ſeeing, as Iſaid, the Churches are dowp, and the Lands, 
L'ivings, and Revenues of the Church, are thws, as I ſhewed, 
in the hands of the great and powerful men, and rich Cities, 
and we can as eafily plack the club out of Hercules hands, as 
get any of them our of their fingers, when che poor men dare 
not, ſcarce, aske their dues of them, or if chey ſue for them, 
the remzedy will prove far worſe than the diſeaſe, to go to Law 
wich Corporations, or With mighty men, to ſpend their money, 
and commonly co go without their 7:ght, as they have a plain- 
example in tny proceedings with Sir George Ayskae, and the 
detention of all my Procurations, ( which, as Biſhop Bale 
ſaith, inthe Page of his Book, was almoſt half che Re- 
venue of the Biſhopprick of Offory,) by che foreſaid great 
men and Cines ever ſince his Majeſties reſtauration; and [ 
know not how to get them ; it is no wonder to me, that Pope- 
75 ſhould, not only comti»ue, but encreaſe more and more, and 
the Service of God decay more and more, and injuſtice, Ido- 
latry, and wickedneſs abound in this Kingdom more and more, 
and I tell you herein the plain rrwthy let who will be angry, 
and ler others think what they pleaſe. 

And further, ſeeing, that beſide the payments and taxes that 
they are bound to pay to his Majeſty by the hand of their Bi- 
{hop, and to their Biſhop, and Archbiſhop, and all other pay- 
ments for their Churches, they are frequently, contrary to the 
Acts of Parliament, exceedivgly molefted, taxed, and di- 
rained, for the ſame taxes, which they have formerly paid, 
by the Lay ColleRors: and the trouble to be diſcharged from 
choſe unjuſt Taxations 1s worſe, then the repayment of them 
ag1in, when 2s exceſſir medicing moduns, the remedy 15 worſe 
than the diſeaſe, 

Therefore thatit would pleaſe his Majeſty, for toe bong 
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of God; and the good of the poor people. and the poor Cler- 
oy likewiſe, to cauſethe Churches to be buili* ,and ſome com- 
petent means and\ſum ro be deducted our of choſe Impropria- 
tions, -nd to be added for the augmentarion and berter ſup- 
rort of the poor Viczts, and ſome fairer and eafier way to be 
deviſed for the poor Clergy, to recover their right ; and a pro- 
hibition of the Layty under a Subpzna to recharge them for 
thoſe payments which they are charged with, and enjoyned by 
the At of Parliament to payto their Divceſſans. 

3. Thatfeeing three or four Viſitations, that may be, of the 
Archdeacon, Biſhop, Archbiſhop, and Primate, in one year 
cannot chooſe but be a grievance and a great burthen unto the 
poor Clergy, that are poor enough without the charge of /o 
many Viſitations, added unto the reſt of their taxes : That ir 
would pleaſe his Majeſty to cauſe the Government of the Church 
of Trelaxd, to be brought to the ſame form, manver, and fa- 
ſhion, thar is uſed in the Church of 7»glaxd, that is, for the 
Archdeacon to Vikit for twogears, 2nd the Biſhop to viſit every 
third. year, and then the Archdeacons Viſitation to ceaſe for 
thar year the Biſhop viſits, and the Archbiſhop to viir 


" once in his time, and both the Archdeacons and the 


Biſhops Vifſitations to ceaſe when the Archbiſhop ſhall 
viſit, 

And thus the Clergy and the Church-Officers ſhall have bur 
one Viſitation, quot aynu, in every one year ; which I think is 
very ſufficient for the reRifying of all abuſes, and for the far 
oreater eaſe both of the Clergy and Layty: and which, Ibe- 
heve, none ſhould be againſt the ſame, unleſs it be ſach, as are 
too miſerably coverous ; for a ſmall matter unto themſelves, to 
bring a heavy grievance to very many ; which for my part, che 
Lord knoweth, that I never liked ic ; and I ſuppoſe, it ſhould 
be for the hoxour and praiſe of the Chief: Governonrs and Fae 
thers of the Church, as we are tiled, ro deal with our Clergy 
as with our Childrex, to eaſe them what we can, and nor to 
makethem faſt for our feafting. 

And Ifind greatreaſon, that we ſhould in all things here in 
Ireland conform our ſelves to the Church of -glard ; for 
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Polydor Virgu writeth,thac Pope Adrian,and after him Alexans Polzd.Virg, 
der, moved S. Chriſtian the famous Biſhop of Liſmore,cheir Le- 1.13.Hiſt, 
oate, to call a Synod at Caſhe/, waerein they defined eight Ar- Angl. 


ticles, whereot the latt was, That foraſmuch as God hath 
Univerſally delivered the Iriſh into the government of the 
Engliſh, chey ſhould in all Points, Rights, and Ceremonies 


accord with the Church of 1zgl/and: and Gelaſius, Primate of campins hiſt, 


Ardmagh, 1n the preſence of King Her.2, gave his conſent to 
thoſe Articles. 

And therefore I wonder what hath alcered or hindered 
this our conformicy with the Church of gland, unleſs it be 
pride, covetouſneſs, or ambition, & aviditas dominands; Which 
are weeds fitter to be rooted out of Churchmens hearts than to 
be cheriſhed in the Primates of Gods Church, and which I 
verily believe are now far enough from the rhoughts of our moſt 
orave and moſt religious Archbiſhops, who, as I hope, will 
moſt eafily yield to this conformity, that neither the Biſhops 
be ſo abridgedin their Juriſditions, nor their Clergy ſo much 
oppreſſed in their Viſications, as they have been. 

Yet here I would not have my Reader to imagine rthatT 
ſpeak for the eaſe or remittance of the Procurations, Taxes, or 
other Impoſicions, of them that hold the Abbies, Prciories, and 
Impropriate ReQtories, which chey have for nothing, and as ic 
appezrs to me, contrary to all divine right; and therefore 
ſhould pay the ſame continually every year ro them that do 
the Service of God : buc I ſpeak it only for the eaſe and bene- 
fic of the poor incumbent Re&ors and Vicars that labour and 
rake pains for the good of Gods people, and-for-the ſaving of 
their ſouls that hold cheir means from them. 

And, if this may not be done, to reduce the Government 
of che Church of 1relard tothe ſame form, and after the ſame 
manner as the Church of 7»gland 1s governed, yet that the 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops ſhould take ſpecial care to ſee that 
their Surrogates, Chancellours, and Deputies ſhould nor any 
waies co enrich their Friends, Officers, and Servants, and to 
feaſt chemſelves, oppreſs the poor Clergy, aud others thepoor 
SCervants and Officers of the Church of Chriſt, Idoubr nor,

bur the Biſhops and the Archbiſhops are all juſt, and merciful, 
and tender-hearted towards all their inferiour Clergy ; and 
C12 no Waies be juſtly blamed for the faults of their ſubordi- 
nate Officers or Deputies, which they are ignorant of ; And 
I do profeſs without flactery, and in the word of a Chriftian, 
that my Lords Grace of D#bl:n, in all that he did, or (aid, was 
ſo noble, juſt, and gracious towards thoſe honeſt Clergy men, 
whom his Archdeacon ſo ſeverely trounced, that the leaſt ſha- 
dow of the leaſt blame cannot be laid upon him. And I be- 
lieve Archdeacon Bulkley would never have done what he did, 
bur co ſatisfie the mind and defire of a moſt unworthy perſon, 
and malicious ſhnderer and falſe accuſer of his Brethren, 
which can be neither true wiſdom, nor honelt pollicy, to pleaſe 
men, and to offend Almighty God. 

And now to conclude our ſad condition, when, after all my 
many years ſufferings,and had ſpent above four hundred pounds 
ro repair the Quire and Chancel of S. Key, and about fix 
hundred pounds in Law againſt Sir George Ayskae for the right 
of the Church, and did perceive the ſucceſs like to be fruitleſs, 
I once thought to preſentthis Petition to his Majeſty.
